FLA first became involved with Scientology in 1953, when the Dis¬ 
tribution Center of the Founding Church of Scientology, in Washin 
ton, D.C., began selling a vitamin mixture called "Lianacone" ns 
preventative end treatment for radiation sic:'.ness, which at that, 
time was much feared by the public as a consequence iVcn ' foil out" 
due tc atomic weapons tasting, in a seizure action, FLA charged 
that the medicine was falsely labeled, r.nd some 21,000 tablets wore 
destroyed t>y court order. 


In January 1963, U.3. Marshals acting on a court order raised some 
200 electronic advices called '‘^-Waters," which were being distri¬ 
buted for use in the practice of Odontology. The Government 
charged that these devices Were c-i3branded by false and misleading 
claims to treat effectively 70 percent of all physical and marital 
illness, and that choir labeling did non bear adequate directions 
for such uses, as required by the Federal Food, Drug ana Cosssjtic 
Act. 


The s&JLsure was contested and the case went to trial, before a U.S. 
District Court jury cn April 3, 1557. Tie trial lasted 10 day3 and 
ended with & verdict that che devices vers misbranded, and as pro¬ 
vided by lav the Court condemned them. 


An appeal v»oa filed in the U.S 
Columbia. The appellants arena: 
wore excused from complying vi 
matte Act because the founding 
are a religious organisation. 
Appeals ruled that since the G<

Court of Appeals for the District of

cation co the activities of a religion. A new trial wa3 subsequently 
ordered. 


The Annual Report of the Pood and Drug Administration for 1971 reports 
the outcome of this second trial of the seizure case, as follows: 

"The second trial of a seizure of Hubbard 'E-Meters' was 
concluded June 10 in the Federal Court for the District of 
Columbia. The E-Meters are used in a process called 'auditing' 
in a pseudo-medical philosophical syscesi' eviiled 'Scientology*' 
claimed to be a religion. A detailed decision found the 
devices misbranded and ordered the Found dirt Church of 
Scientology to restrict their use to religious purposed and 
to inform users that they have no scientific or medical value." 

This court decision ia further summarized in the 1971 Annual Report - 
as follows; 


UNITED STATES v. An Article...Hubbard Electrometer... 

Founding Church of Scientology, et. al., U.S.D.C. D.C. July 71 

The long "E&neter" case resulted in a decision by a District Court to 
condemn all of the devices and associated literature, awardin'.; costs 
to the government. The Court specifically found that the "E-meter" 
was a "device" under the Act, that the literature was labeling for 
the device, and that the device was misbranded, both by misrepresen¬ 
tations and by failure to bear adequate directions for use. The 
Court held that Scientology was a religion for purposes of the case 
only and, therefore, because of the asserted religious use of the 
device, declined to order destruction of tbs devices and allowed 
future use of the device and literature only if accompanied by a 
disclaimer of any scientific or medical benefit. 


The above reported decision has been appealed by the Scientology 
organization and is? now pending in the U.S. Court of Appeals for the 
District of Columbia. 

Several injunction su£t3 have been started by the Scientology 
organization to stop the Foot? and Drug Administration from pre¬ 
venting importation or the K-Hater devices ishich are made in 
England. In one of these cnees the U.S. Court of Appeals for the 
9th Circuit has ruled that "the Government may refuse admission to 
any 'device' offered for importation if it appears to be 'mis¬ 
branded 1 ... Tile device is considered to be ’misbranded' if its 
labeling does not bear adequate directions for use." The Court 
found "no .infringement" of the freedom of religion under the 
Constitution. 

Regarding the tax status of the Founding Church of Scientology the 
U.S. Court of Claims ruled on July 16, 1969, that this organization 
was not exempt from income taxation because a substantial part of 
ita inc.cr.ie inured to the benefit of an individual (E. lion Hubbard). 


The Food and Drug Administration believes that use of the E-Mater 
in the practice called "Auditing” in Scientology i3 detrimental to 
health because the device i3 not capable of diagnosing correctly 
or treating effectively either physical or mental illness. We 
believe it can cause great harm by improper treatment or causing 
people to neglect securing of adequate professional treatment. 

There have been a number of articles and reports about Scientology 
in health journals and other periodicals. These night be located 
through Readers Guide to periodical literature.

The Food and Drug Administration first hecane Involved with Scientology 
in 1953, vfeim the distribution center of the Founding Church of 
j Scientology in Washington, D.C., began selling a vitaain mixture 

called "Dianetene** as a preventative in the treatment for radiation 
sickness, which at the time was such feezed by the public as a con- 
j sequence fron ’’fall out" doe to atonic weapon testing. In a seizure 

; action, FDA charged that the medicine was falsely labeled and some 

! 21,000 tablets wore de s troye d upon an order of the Federal Court. 

! la January 1963, U.S. Marshalls a ctij t ^Sn a Court Order seized some 

j 290 electronic devices called ’U-Mfcters,’"' which were being distributed 

for use in the practice of Scientology. The Covenant charged niwot 
these devices were misbranded by false and sisleading oedical claims 
I and that their labeling did not beer adequate directions for such uses, 

j as required by the Federal Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act. 

The seizure was contested and the case went to jury trial in a U.S. 
District Court on April 3, 1967. The trial lasted 16 days and ended 
j with the verdict that the devices were misbranded. 

An appeal was filed in the U.S. Court of Appeals for the District of 
Coltsubia. The appellants argued that the ^E-Meter*’ and its labeling 
were excused from complying with the Federal Food, Drug and Cosmetic 
Act because the Founding Church of Scientology is a religious organ- 
iration. Qn February 5, 1969, the Court of Appeals ruled that sinco 
! the Go v c raa e n t had not refuted the argument, a finding of dfelse labeling 

could not be based on "do ctri nal religious literature.'' At the sas» 

| tine, the Court declared even if Scientology was a religion, it would 

not rule that all of Its literature was religious doctrine, or the 
prih l i f health 1ass hare no application 6n: the activities of a religion.

The annual r ep or t of the Food and Drug Adainlsteatlca for 1971, report* 
the outcome of this second trial of the seizurecase as follows; 

"Tho second trial <3$ the seizure of H^bord *E-Mbters* 
was concluded Juao 10 in tho Federal Court for the District 
of Coluabia. The 5-Maters are used in a process called 
’auditing* in a psstgdo-aedlcal philosophical system 
called ’Scientology*, cidised to be a religion. A detailed 
decis ion found the devices misbranded and ordered the 
Founding Church of Scientology to re st r i ct their use to 
religious purposes and to inforo users that they have so 
scientific or wed leal value." 

This dedi 4ion is further su s aaa rized la the 1971 Annual Report as 
follow; 

"The long E-rfatOT case resulted in a decision V a 
District Court to ccndecn all of tho devices and 
associated liter a t u re awarding costs to the Govern¬ 
ment. The Court specifically found that E-}Jeter was 
a device under the Act, that the literature was labeling 
for the device, and that the device was misbranded, both 
by misrepresentations and by failure to bear adequate 
directions for use. The Court held that Scientology 
was a religion for purposes for the case oily and, the 
th er e fo re, because of the asserted religious use of 
the device, declined to order destruction fo the devices 
but allowed future use of the device and literature only 
if accompanied by a disclaimer of any scientific or 
radical benefit.” 

The above reported decision was appealed by the Scientology organisation, 
but the deefeiaa was upheld by the U.5. Court of Appeals for the District 
of Columbia. The Church of Scientology is now required to include a dis- 
dacwr with each piece of literature used in conjunction with the 
t?ufcfe*nd E-Meters. The devices seized in this case were released to 
the Chunk in 1973 for bringing than into ccap 1 lance under these 
conditions. 

The Food and Drug Administration believes that tiie E-Meter is incapable 
of adequately diagnosing or effectively treating either physical or 
sental illness. Proper trea tme n t of persons with physical or mental 
illness would Include professional diagnosis and treatment. 
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Mr. Saul G srr s o n 


If you haw, or knew of, any literature disseoinated by the Church of 
^kafologyywhich indicates that the E-Mater is an adequate or effective 
treatment for diabetes, w would appreciate receiving full infonsaticn. 
There have been a nuaber of articles and repor ts about Scientology in 
health journals and other periodicals. Those say ho located through 
Reader's Guide topperiodical literature.

Mr.' Light visited by prior appointment to discuss the Founding 
Church of Scientology. He said his interest was three-fold: 

1. ) He was personally concerned; 

2. ) He had a remote business interest since he may 

manufacture the boxes (E-meters) used by the 
church in its auditing; and, 

3. ) After reviewing some of the labeling for the 

device, he thought that there might be some 
use for such a device in quantifying psychology 
in certain areas. 

Mr. Light asked how the Scientology cult had happened to be trans¬ 
formed into a religion and Mr. Kennedy explained the background 
beginning with the origination of the Church in the Southwest and 
ending with the appellate court's decree in FDA's seizure action 
which requires a disclaimer on each E-meter.

The Covarnuear. charged that 
these devices were misbranded by false and misleading claims to treat 
effectively 70 percent of all physical and mental illness, and tact 
their labeling, did net bear adequate directions for such uses, as 
required by the Federal Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act.

FDA first became Involved with Scientology In 1958 when the 
distribution center of the Founding Church of Sdfeutology In 
Washington, D. C. began selling a vitamin mixture called “dianezene" 
as a preventive In treatment for radiation sickness, which at the 
time was much feared by the public as a consequence from “fall-out" 
due to atomic weapons testing. In a seizure action, FDA charged that 
the medicine was falsely labeled, and some 21,000 tablets were 
destroyed upon an Order of the Federal Court. 

In January, 1963, U. S. marshals acting on a court order seized some 
200 electronic devices called "E-Meters,” which were being distributed 
for use In the practice of Scientology. The Government charged that 
these devices were misbranded by false and misleading claims to treat 
effectively 70 percent of all physical and mental Illnesses, and that 
their labeling did not bear adequate directions for such uses, as 
required by the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act.

The trial lasted 16 days and 
ended with a verdict that the devices were misbranded, and as provided 
by law the Court condemned them. 

An appeal wa3 filed in the U. S. Court of Appeals for the District of 
Columbia. The appellants argued that the E-Meter and its labeling were 
excused from complying with the Federal Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act 
because the Founding Church of Scientology and its members are a religious 
organization. On February 5, 1969, the Court of. Appeals ruled that since 
the Government bad lint refuted thin argument a finding of false labeling 
could not bu based on "doctrinal religious literature." At the aarne time 
the Court declared that oven if Scientology was a religion It would not rule 
that all of its literature was religious doctrine, or tliat public tusalcu 
lavs have no application Co the activities of a religion. A zuii. 
was subsequently ordered. 
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Th® Annual Report of the Food and Drug Administration for 1V71 reports 
the outcome of this second trial of the seizure case, as follows: 

"The second trial of a seizure of llubbnrd ’E-Maters’ was 
concluded Juno 10 in the Federal Court for the District of 
Columbia, The E-Meters arc used in a process called ’auditing' 
in a pemido-medical philosophical system called ’Scientology,' 
claimed to be n religion. A detailed decision found the 
devices misbranded and ordered the Founding Church of 
Scientology to restrict their use to religious purposes and 
to Inform users that they have no scientific or medical value." 

Thin court decision In further summarized In tho 1971 Annual Popart 
as follows: 

United States v. An Ar ticle ... Hubbard Elect rometer..,Fou ndin g Church 
• of Scientology, et, al., U.S.D.C, D.C. July 71 

Tho long "E-Meter" caoe resulted in a decision by a District 
Court to condemn all of tho devices and associated literature, 
awarding costs to tho government. The Court specifically found 
that the "F.-Motar" wna n "device" under the Act, that the 
literature wan labeling for the device, and that the device 
van misbranded ( both by mla-repr orient at tons and by failure 
to bear adequate directions for use. The Court held that 
Scientology was « religion for purposes for the caoe only 
and, therafora, because of the assorted religious use of 
the device, declined to order destruction of the device* 
and allowed future una of the device and literature only 
if accompanied by a disclaimer of any scientific or medical 
benefit. 

Tha above reported decision haa beau appealed by the Scientology 
organization and ia now pending in the U.5. Court of Appeal:) for the 
District of Columbia. 

Several Injunction suits have bean started by tho Scientology 
organization to stop tho Food and Drug Administration from preventing 
importation of the E-Metcr devices which are made in England. In 
one of those canes tha U. S. Court of Appoalo for tha 9th Circuit has 
ruled that "tha Government may refuse admission to any "device!' offered 
for importation if it appears to be ’misbranded' ... The devics is 
considered to be 'misbranded' if its labeling does not bear adequate 
directions for use." The Court found "no infringement" of the freedom 
of religion under the Constituttion. 
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Regarding the tax ntatus of Che Founding Church of Scientology the 

U.' S. Court of Claims ruled on July 10, 1*969, chat this organization 

was not exempt Iron income taxation because a substantial part of its *. 

income inured to the benefit of an individual (E. Ron iiubbard).

JUDGMENT 

This cause caase on to be heard on the record. on appeal from the United States 
District Court for the District of Columbia, and was argued by counsel. While the 
issues presented occasion no need for an opinion, they have been accorded full 
consideration by the court.. See local Rule 13(c). 

On the basis of this record we cannot say. That the findings of the District 
Court are clearly erroneous. The judgment of the District Court, however, would 
involve the Government anJ the courts in an excessive entanglement with religion, 
lemon v. Kurtzman . 402 U.S. 602 (1971), in circumstances in which the legitimate 
governmental interest in law enforcement can be protected by a narrower remedy. 
Sherbert v. Verner . 374 U.S. 398 (1963). Therefore, it is ORDERED by this court 
that the order of the District Court is amended to read as follows: 

ORDER 

In accordance with the findings of fact and conclusions of law con¬ 
tained in the Memorandum Opinion of this Court dated July 30, 1971, which are 
incorporated herein and made a part hereof, it is 

ORDERED, ADJUDGED, AND DECREED that the article of device under seizure, 
known as the Hubbard Eleccrometer or the Hubbard E-Mecer (hereafter referred 
to as E-meter) is misbranded within the meaning of 21 U.S.C. § 352(a) 3nd 
(f)(1) a nd the seized articles, i.e. . the E-meters and all writings seized,

2, Each E-meter shall bear the following warning, printed in 11-point 
leaded type, permanently affixed to the front of the E-meter so that it is 
clearly visible when the E-meter is used, sold, or distributed: 

The E-meter is not medically or scientifically useful for the diagnosis, 
treatment, or prevention of any disease. It is not medically or scien¬ 
tifically capable of improving the health or bodily functions of anyone. 

3. Any and all items of written, printed, or graphic matter which di¬ 
rectly. or indirectly refers to the E-m.eter or to Dianecics and/or Scientology 
and/or auditing or processing shall not be further used or distributed unless 
and until the item shall bear the following prominent printed warning perman¬ 
ently affixed to said iter, on the outside front cover or on the title page

tive of the United States Food and Drug Administration. Claimant, the Found¬ 
ing Church of Scientology of Washington, D. C., Inc., shall compensate the 
United States of America for costs of reasonable supervision of matters under 
the direction or control of the Church at the rate of $S.OO per hour, per 
representative for each hour or portion thereof actually employed in such 
.supervision under the terms of this Decree as salary or wage; and where sub¬ 
sistence expenses are incurred, at the rate of S25.00 per day or portion 
thereof per person for such subsistence expenses. Said claimant shall also 
compensate the United States of America for necessary traveling expenses and 
for any other necessary expenses which may be incurred in connection with 
supervisory responsibilities of the United States Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion; and it is further 

ORDERED, ADJUDGED, AND DECREED that within one year from the date this 
Order becomes final the United States of America shall'file with the Clerk of 
.the District Court a full statement indicating whether and to what extent the 
terms and conditions of this Order have been performed, and shall then show 
cause why the bond given in this proceeding shall not be cancelled and dis¬ 
charged; and it is further 

ORDERED, ADJUDGED, AND DECREED that the District Court expressly re¬ 
tains jurisdiction for a period of one year from the date this Order becomes 
final to issue such further orders as may be necessary to Che proper disposi¬ 
tion of this.proceeding. 

It is FURTHER ORDERED by this court that the judgment of the District Court, 
as amended, is hereby affirmed.

SCIENTOLOGY, 
Current State 
of the 

Subject and Materials 

by L. Ron Hubbard 



There is a possibility that some Scientologists have not realized the 
extent of technical materials which exist in Dianetics.and Scientology on 
the subject of the spirit, mind and life. 

For instance, there are about 25,000,000 words on tape in archives which 
provide the consecutive path of discovery. 

When placed chronologically with books, HCOBs, HCO PLs and other 
issues this gives a nearly complete record of all discoveries and applications 
in these subjects. 

The total numbers of words or even the number of tapes and issues to 
date have not been reliably calculated. 

From time to time various efforts have been made to transcribe and issue 
all the materials. The task should be done, especially before the decay of 
magnetic tape, some of which was of poor quality, eradicates the material. 
But proper and safe equipment and trustworthy technicians who would not 
turn out an overt product have been lacking. A project of assembly in the 
1960s was balked by inadequate record pressing material available in the 
society around us. A more strenuous and reliable effort should be made to 
place these archives into a more durable form than magnetic tape. 

More or less complete sets of all materials exist in many places on the 
planet to safeguard against destruction. 

It is from this tremendous archives that study packs and other materials 
are made up. These and - their checksheets are very numerous and available. 

A chronological study of materials is necessary for the complete training 
of a truly top grade expert jn these lines. He can see how the subject pro¬ 
gressed and so is able to see which are the highest levels of development. 
Not the least advantage in this is the defining of words and terms for each, 
when originally used, was defined, in most cases, with considerable exacti¬ 
tude, and one is not left with any misunderstoods. It is for this reason that 
the Saint Hill Briefing Course checksheet should consist only of the chrono¬ 
logical materials, studied in chronological order, excepting only the Study 
Tapes (Primary Rundown) which should be done first if not previously 
done properly. 

An enormous amount of this material does exist in issuable form. 
While not strictly technical. HCO PLs, almost all of them, now exist in 
books grouped by subjects and I think will soon exist in chronological form 
also. It is projected that this be done with HCOBs. but these of course 
should be only in chronological and complete order, and the points where 
books and tapes were part of this track should be indicated. Transcriptions 
and edited versions of tapes (which do not however rearrange meaning or 
alter data) exist for a great many tapes and it is projected that these shall 
also be the subject of a future issue. For instance, the “Philadelphia 
Lectures” have recently been transcribed and could easily be edited into 
volumes for issue and should be, due to their popularity. 

The subject of Scientology is to some degree developed in reverse order. 
The task was to undercut the current level of Man and this was the general 
target. Therefore one finds the higher levels publicly spoken of most 
frequently in the earlier books and tapes (between ‘51 and ‘55). In seeking 
full application to others and attainment for them of their potentials it was 
necessary to codify the materials and develop processes for them.

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Any difficulties people were having with going 
Clear were handled in the mid '60s and OT levels 
as they exist in Advanced Orgs were completed 
by l 68. There are perhaps 15 levels above OT VII 
fully developed but existing only in unissued 
note form, pending more peoples’ full attain- 
• ment of OT VI and VII. 

In the early ‘70s the bottom was found with 
the discoveries of exactly what psychosis was 
and the development of processes to handle it. 
This was outside the scope of organizations at 
the time and is not in general use; but it did 
finalize the task of undercutting low enough to 
include all spiritual and mental materials, then, 
within the subject of Scientology, in a state of 
applicability. 

Many people believe that Scientology materials 
contain mainly processes. They think of Scien¬ 
tology as processing. This is a very narrow view. 
It is understandable enough as processing is the 
way out for them. But this neglects the more 
considerable materials which deal with basics and 
fundamentals; processes are only one use of 
these. 

Other people, having gotten their smallest toe 
damp as an HAS then wander off to other fields 
looking for answers, whereas had they taken 
Dianetics or Scientology Grade training, to say 
nothing of the Saint Hill Briefing Course, they 
would have found more, fundamentals than exist 
in all other subjects combined, a fact which any 
advanced student of Scientology can confirm. 

Still others think that the “newest” is of 
course the most advanced and are looking for 
new “processes” to be issued or new materials; 
whereas the process to resolve their case was most 
likely issued in earlier years. An amusing instance 
of this is one whole continental area where an 
exact set of principles were isolated and exact 
processes released that handle that exact national 
type; yet. waiting for something new because 
they did not know the old, they were found 
earlier this year to be ignoring this rundown 
even on new preclears and of course were having 
a hard time of it for those ARE the basic 
processes for that continent, for those people DO 
have that barrier. 

For quite a while I have had the “hat of finder 
of lost tech.” Whole sections of knowledge drop 
out of view, whole arrays of processes (and ad¬ 
ministrative principles) go out of use and pre¬ 
clears there and the organization of the area sags; 
but recovery is swift the moment the “lost” 
knowledge is pulled out of their own file cabinets 
and restored. 

Further, people in organizations are quite 
often at high case levels. They have already ex¬ 
perienced the bridging knowledge which con¬ 
nects the subject to the man in the street. It is 
not new to THEM. They sometimes en in be¬ 
lieving it is not new to the world. Thus gaps are 
permitted to exist. The solution is to recover the 
“lost” tech. 


But it is also true that many in organizations 
work very hard to keep the knowledge bridge in. 
And do well in accomplishing it. 

Within the same civilization, many other sub¬ 
jects than Scientology exist. Many of these other 
subjects are in a very primitive state while pre¬ 
tending a very advanced position. Psychiatry and 
Psychology are a pair of these. Their pretenses, 
inhumanities and even cruelties muddy up the 
field of the spirit and mind. Because they produce 
negative or even damaging results and because 
they were “authority” before Scientology began 
to guide the field toward saner and more civilized 
' levels, Scientology’s task of handling the public 
is made far more difficult than if the public had 
not been so harmed and made suspicious of the 
field of the mind. Yet the most mind-wrenching 
problems Psychiatry and Psychology practitioners 
think they have (they have not confronted the 
real ones) give way before the lowest most 
pedestrian tevels of Scientology. There is an 
amusing story of a Scientologist who attended a 
social meeting of Psychiatrists and Psycholo¬ 
gists and listened to them for a while as they 
moaned about their patients and their own cases 
and then, being compassionate, began to explain 
to them in a sort of technical baby talk the 
nature and resolution of these “vast” “un- 
solvable” “problems.” As he took no offense at 
their ignorant arrogance which first greeted him 
and as he did seem to have a grasp of their 
troubles, they kept him up until four AM going 
over their “problems” in detail and gave him 
more and more absorbed attention and began to 
cognite. They were very tame and very respectful 
when he left, certain they had heard the guru of 
all time; and this is amusing because he was not a 
trained auditor in any sense of "the word and had 
only read a few Scientology books! Yet to them 
he was their dean as a professional by compara¬ 
tive and sensible knowledge. Many Scientologists 
have had similar experiences. In the field of 
Scientology admin tech a staff member who had 
not had an Org Exec Course but had been hatted 
in HCO went home for a vacation. His father 
who, like some fathers, was certain his son was 
stupid, permitted him, with misgivings, to re¬ 
organize the administration,of his medical clinic 
along Scientology lines. The son trained the small 
staff for only a week, lines began to whizz, 
patients began to get handled, records went 
straight, income rose and the father became 
absolutely convinced that his son was the 
brightest organizational genius in the country; 
yet in the org they had considered he had a long 
way to go to be a good Ethics Officer! Gives 
you some comparative idea of where the lowest 
rudimentary levels of Scientology sit in relation 
to current technologies. 

Above such small bits of fringe information 
the bulk of Scientology knowledge towers into 
mountains. It is accessible in the main, to those 
who seek it.’ The only barriers are usually their 
own lack of command of their own language 
and the misconceptions of study ground into

them from kindergarten on. Means of solving 
these are also available and are daily applied 
to countless newcomers over the world. 

The actual barrier in the society is a failure 
to practice truth. Living lives of white lies, 
they find it difficult to grasp that truth actually 
exists. This can hang on as a habit during the 
first studies of a student and he can defeat him¬ 
self utterly by continuing a dishonesty in his 
study—skipping this, not doing that. For Sciento¬ 
logy is the road to truth and he who would 
follow it must take true steps. 

Some, seeing out of their own ambitious eyes 
and as jealous of any imagined rival as any 
ferocious boy friend, seek to assert that Scien¬ 
tology is interested in healing. This is something 
like saying that a Cadillac engineer is interested 
only in window polish. For when you begin to 
handle the causative force in Man he often also 
gets well. The “proofs” of supposing Scientology 
is a healing activity are abundant enough if one 
sees the recovery lists in any org. But they were 
not processed to heal them, only to free them. 
A recent example of this occurred when a pre¬ 
clear broke her ankle and was given medical treat¬ 
ment. Naturally the org was anxious to get on 
with her . program of processing and the ankle 
injury was in the way. After weeks in medical 
hands, with the ankle getting worse, the engrain 
of the injury was run out, the ankle got well and 
the person was again being routinely processed 
a few days later. The auditor could be said to 
have been engaged in healing. All he was doing 
was getting a body difficulty out of his road so 
he could get on with it. 

Recently, having found bottom in the mind 
and spirit some years ago, I have been looking 
into physical nutrition and bio-chemistry. These 
latter levels lie below the spirit and mind and 
could be loosely considered to be an undercut as 
they do impede spiritual gain. 

Many people are mainly fixated on the body 
and living as they do in an intensely materialistic 
society, they are caught between being a body in 
the work-a-day world and achieving spiritual 
freedom. This is of course paradoxical. The game 
of being a body is the only game they have in 
their eyes. Thus if something is wrong with their 
body they manifest having heavy problems and 
they are anxious at the thought of losing a body: 
in other words they have a hidden standard of 
body health as their measure of spiritual attain¬ 
ment which, though illogical, is where they are 
and what they are doing. 

Scientology has long pursued the firm policy 
of sending the sick to the medical doctor. 
There is no place they can send the insane as to 
send them to psychiatry would be to condemn 
them to horror, and so orgs do not usually 
handle them at all as they are not equipt to do 
so even when technically able. 

But the sick have been another matter. The 
gentlemanly thing to do was to give the doctor 
his due and trust that he would respect 'the’ 
courtesy. Instead, anxious for a total monopoly 
of health which he is quite incapable of delivering, 
especially in the USA, he seeks to eradicate all 
fancied rivals. Thus this policy will one day come 
to an end. It is quite legal to heal by spiritual 
means and even part of the law of most states 
and countries and, indeed, was the sole province 
of religion for thousands of years before the

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medical doctor came along. But this is no reason 
why Scientology would make any effort to re¬ 
place the medical doctor since he has consider¬ 
able value in the mechanics of bones and struc¬ 
tural matters. The only place he falls down is in 
handling general illnesses, especially of a chronic 
nature. 

Medicine has been overtaken in healing by 
nutritionists and bio-chemists. They still seek to 
exclude these skills from their knowledge and ex¬ 
perience. Indeed, when demanding 546,000,000 
to research heart disease from a not always 
bright Congress in the US. medicine was contra¬ 
dicted by no less than the head of Health, 
Education and Welfare who stated that their 
“research” as planned did not include bio¬ 
chemistry, a rather strange omission since this is 
the most result-filled field. It goes without men¬ 
tion that the demand also excluded nutritional 
research. Many individual doctors are prone to 
attack any patients they find “on vitamins” or 
who timidly mention Vitamin E. And one is 
struck with the fact that heart disease is the 
largest income source, I believe, of the doctor. 

Thus there is a blindness in medical circles to 
the most productive and curative practices in the 
field of illness and thus, policy or not, organiza¬ 
tions will soon have to bend to public demand 
and route the bill to doctors only when they have 
broken bones or need surgery to get the bullets 
or steering wheels out, and ail others to the nu¬ 
tritionist who DOES use all the modern develop¬ 
ments in food, vitamins, minerals and advanced 
bio-chemistry and use them intelligently. 

An estimation of this latter field was therefore 
in order and I have for some time now been en¬ 
gaged in an evaluation of it and a study of it. 

What I have found is that the field lacks ct> 
ordination of its knowledge, not just from 
nutritionist to nutritionist but in the works of 
the same person. A tremendous amount of 
material has been brought forth in the last 
three decades. It is in a state of near chaos. 

Liquified grass and other dietary fads have be¬ 
come confused into the sober routine subject 
of nutrition. Food fadism and nutritional know¬ 
ledge are interlocked in the public mind to such 
a degree that some unscrupulous fellow who 
knows better could advise people to eat only 
tree bark and they accomodatingly would. For 
instance there are books and books and books 
out currently, by M.D.s and others who should 
have done their homework, inveighing against 
“cholesterol.” This is a bio-chemical composition 
of animal oils and fats. They say it gets into the 
arteries and causes strokes and heart attacks. 
Well, that is all very well. But did you also 
know that every glandular secretion in the 
■body, the secretions which keep one young 
and functioning are ALL made by the glands 
from cholesterol? If people do not take in 
cholesterol bearing foods they, by simple logic, 
could be seen to rapidly age and die. What’s 
wanted is the knowledge of how to keep 
cholesterol controlled not how to take every¬ 
one off cholesterol. One would think the Ameri¬ 
can Medical Association owned shares in under¬ 
taking parlors. 

A coordination of actual knowledge in these 
fields of nutrition and bio-chemistry is what is 
lacking. Apparently researchers are clever enough 
to isolate materials but are not wise enough to 
coordinate them fact against fact into an intelli¬ 
gible subject. 

While examining this scene I have found that 
nutrition and hio-chemistry ARE the leaders, 
however. The subjects are actually arts and in a 
rather primitive state. But illnesses still puzzling 
medicine are in many cases quite old hat to the 
nutritionist. 

If one wanted further proof, medical organi¬ 
zations, especially in the US, are fighting nutri¬ 
tion with their usual violence where their pocket 
book is threatened-black propaganda, govern¬ 
ment seizure orders and all the routine mechan¬ 
isms medicine has employed in its history to 
“safeguard" its interests are in full play against 
the health food store and the vitamin counter. 
That is enough to prove the point that nutrition 
is the leader in our contemporary times where 
physical health body treatment is concerned.

There apparently exist easy ways to handle 
these things. There is no sense in processing 
someone for a hundred hours only to find his 
only interest is curing his headache and to dis¬ 
cover that he has a headache because he is 


allergic to bread and eats bread nearly as his sole 
diet! Or to find that the overweight fellow is 
just getting processed to get his body thin and 
after scores of hours discover he is living on

candy bars and has been diabetic for years! 
Not when you can simply take the former off 
bread and wheat and give the latter some tri- 
valent chromium and protein and put a guard on 
the candy store. Make no mistake-one CAN pro¬ 
cess over the top of these things and even 
handle, for the spirit and mind dominate them. 
But why? It’s far easier to parallel the mind and 
get the distraction handled so one can THEN 
get to why he got that way in the first place if he 
is still interested, though well. One can do 
things the hard way or the easy way. 

So Nutrition and bio-chemistry are vital sub¬ 
jects and, due to medical influence, very badly 
neglected subjects even in the presence of positive 
and even vital value. 

My current review of these is in the nature of 
an assist to processing- As such, of course, they 
have to embrace the factors of predisposition to, 
precipitation and prolongation of physical illness. 

It has already been established, prior to present 
records, while I was working with the general 
field of life in 1945, and has been confirmed by 
contemporary researchers in nutrition and bio¬ 
chemistry that Stress is the basic cause in physi¬ 
cal illness. Thus, such nutritional research cannot 
supplant the handling of stress. Further, condi¬ 
tions can exist where nutrition and bio-chemistry 
cannot work at all until stress is relieved by pro¬ 
cessing. Therefore, in lower stages of handling 
there is a band where thought and physical 
beingness tend to merge. In this lower zone, 
assist type processing and nutritional or bio¬ 
chemical aids seem to be simultaneously neces¬ 
sary. In such instances one must alternate 
them or co-apply them. 

There are also a few deficiencies which pro¬ 
duce manifestations quite similar in appearance 
to insanity. 

Where the illness or injury is acute and 
severe immediate physical attention is mandatory 
and can be assisted only by the lightest possible 
address to the mental factors, perhaps as light as 
simply being comforting or gentle. In a case 
such as a person in a long continued coma, where 
nutrition is intravenous, processing is still possi¬ 
ble by gently causing the person’s hand to make 
repeated contact on command with a pillow or 
the bed. Thus it can be seen, processing can 
reach a long way down. 

Above all this physical level material of 
course, the subject has been for a long time 
wrapped up. Persons continuing to play the body 
game limit themselves in various ways and by 
the nature of life and this civilization have their 
ups and downs even when well processed.

As you know, I am litigating 
a case (Goodrich v. The Church of Sc ientology of California) 
in which one issue is the^pfiysrea-i effect If any which the 
Hubbard E-Meter causes a person subjected to the meter for 
long periods of time. Apparently in preparation for the 
matter Chuch of Scientology of California v. Elliott Richardson, 
your agency had occasion to examine E-Meters and perform some 
research on them. /If there is any way in which access could 
be had to the reports of your investigation we would most certainly 
appreciate learning of it. -We would also like to inquire, 
whether in your "opinion" there is any possibility that the 
small current could cause harm to the body, whether through 
deterioration or damage to tissue or the breakdown of chemical 
substances or by passing current along nerve channels and causing 
tension or interferirig.-.with normal body functions or nerve 
transmissions ?

FDA first became involved with Scientology in 1958 when the Distribution 
Center of the founding Church of Scientology, in Washington, D.C., began 
selling a vitamin mixture called "Dianazane'’ as a preventative and 
treatment for radiation aicioaesa, which at that time was much feared by 
■ the public as a consequence from "fall out" due to atomic weapons testing 
In a seizure action, FDA charged that the medicine was falsely labeled, 
and some 21,000 tablets were destroyed by court -order. 

In January 1963, U.S. Marshals acting on a court order seized some 200 
electronic devices called "E-dleters", which were being distributed for 
use in the practice of Scientology. The Government charged that these 
devices were misbranded by false and misleading claims to treat effec- 
% tively 70 percent of all physical and mental illness, and that their 
labeling did not bear adequate directions for such use3, as required 
by the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act. 

The seizure was contested and the case went to trial before a U.S. 
District Court jury on April 3, 1967. The trial lasted 16 days and 
ended with a verdict that the devices were misbranded, and as provided 
by the Court condemned then.

Scientology represents itself to be a religion. It also represents 
Itself as a science as veil as a philosophical system. Cur position 
ha3 always bean that our function has nothing to do with religion, 
that our duty is to protect the public health and welfare by 
enforcing the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act. The Founding 
Church of Scientology claimed tax-exempt status on the basis that 
it was a religious organization. The U.S. Court of Claims ruled on 
July 16, 1969 that this organisation was not exempt from income 
taxation because a substantial part of it3 income inured to tha 
benefit of an individual (L. Ron Hubbard). 


We are enclosing a number of articles discussing the organization 
which may be helpful. You may also be interested in obtaining a 
copy of the booh, "Scientology Tha Mow Religion" by George Malko, 
Deiacorte Press New York. This gives a considerable amount of the 
history of the organization, although we are not in a position to 
endorse or disclaim any of Mr. Malko's conclusions. Another report 
you my want to obtain was written by a special Board of Inquiry 
for the Government of the State of Victoria, Australia, in 1965. 

This formed the basis for a subsequent ban of Scientology in Victoria.

A new parishioner of the Church of Scientology has 
recently brought into this office a copy of the letter she 
received from a Ms. Mangels of your office, giving a summary 
of a number of government interactions with the Church. 

Not only have a number of statements been made in this 
letter purporting to be fact, which are in fact false, but 
the entire thrust of the letter is toward the presentation 
of slanted data which bears little relation, if any, to the 
actual beliefs and practices of the Church. 

The first inaccurate reference concerns the Distribution 
Center in Washington, D.C. The FDA was not involved with the 
Church at that time; the Distribution Center was a separate 
corporation. The Distribution Center did not contest the FDA's 
action, did not say the medicine was not misbranded, as it 
apparently had a wrong ingredient dosage on the label. The 
Distribution Center freely gave the Dianezene to the IDA. This 
was, however, no Church product. 

As regards the FDA's infamous 1963 raid on the Founding 
Church of Scientology in Washington, D.C., the U.S. Marshals 
mentioned in Ms. Mangel's letter were accompanied by a group 
of specially "deputized" Baltimore longshoremen who forcibly 
entered the Church, profanely disrupting Church activities. The 
warrant authorizing this raid had not been sworn to, had no 
attached affidavits by complainants against the Church, and no¬ 
where mentioned on its face that a Church was to be the victim 
of the raid. Not only were E-meters seized, but also tens of 
thousands of copies of Church books, texts and recorded sermons.

The E-meter is a religious artifact of the Church used 
as an integral part of its pastoral counseling procedures. 

The FDA has rigorously attempted to ignore this fact. Also 
ignored is the fact that the Church makes no claims as to 
diagnosis or treatment of disease for the E-meter and has not 
ever done so, for the simple reason that it has no such 
capabilities. The E-meter is employed in the Scientology con¬ 
fessional as a means of indicating areas of spiritual stress. 

This is its use; there is no other. The E-meter has no effect, 
deleterious or otherwise, on the body or mind of the parishioner. 

The FDA also knows well that it is a strictly enforced Church 
policy to send all parishioners complaining of physical ail¬ 
ments to medical doctors for treatment when necessary. 

Furthermore, directions for use of a religious artifact 
are not the purview of the FDA. Just as the Catholic Holy 
Wafer is exempt from the attention of the FDA regarding its use 
and efficacy, thus also should be the E-meter. 

The quoted sections on the 1971 decision as given in the 
Annual Report of the Food and Drug Administration omits and 
alters vital data. Judge Gesell's decision, while a condemnation, 
also states that the 1963 seizures violated First Amendment 
guarantees of religious freedom. The Annual Report also neglects 
the fact that the E-meters and religious literature were to be 
returned by the FDA to the Church. 

Furthermore, the Church of Scientology is no "pseudo-medical 
philosophical system" as described in this report, although this 
phraseology is typical of the FDA's continuing refusal to concede 
to Scientology's religious nature and doctrines.

The required disclaimers have been in use for a number of

practice not being condoned by Church officials. 

The 1973 ruling by the U.S. Court of Appeals for the District 
of Columbia has greatly lightened Judge Gesell's strictures as 
these would have involved the Government and the courts in "exces¬ 
sive entanglement" with religion.

The data given on the importation case is basically correct, 
although in laws governing importation, the emphasis is on 
"appears" rather than "misbranded". 

As regards the tax ruling, this applies only to the Founding 
Church of Scientology of Washington, D.C. and only applies there 
for the years 1956, 1958 and 1959. Nor was it proven that a 
"substantial part of its income inured to the benefit of an indi¬ 
vidual" (Mr. Hubbard). All that was shown was that proof was not 
available to demonstrate conclusively that such inurement was not 
to the benefit of Mr. Hubbard.

As for the FDA stand that pastoral counseling by ministers 
of the Church of Scientology using the E-meter is "detrimental to 
health," the opposite is, in fact, true. Hundreds of thousands 
the world over have benefited to an immense degree from spiritual 
counseling and are living healthier and happier lives for it. The 
Church annually assists thousands of drug users to surmount their 
need for drugs. This is particularly needed in today's world 
where drugs are being pushed in even greater crescendos of advert*“ 
by pharmaceutical manufacturers sanctioned (often without proper 
testing) in their efforts by none other than the Food and Drug 
Administration! 

Church members, as well as the American public are being 
given a disservice from a government agency which supposedly works 
for the people and yet which continues to attempt to suppress a 
vital, young religion which is actively helping people the world 
over. The distortions of truth as contained in Ms. Mangels' letter 
are representative of an attitude on the part of the FDA which 
can only harm the public by not maintaining, as a government agency 
the basic freedoms of this country. 

We of the Church sincerely hope to see the FDA not only cease 
its futile attempts to stomp on those in this country who are 
helping people but direct its attention toward regulating the actua 
offenders of the Federal Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act - the large 
food companies and the drug manufacturers.

SUBJECT: Scientology 


This conference was arranged at the request of Mr. Joshua Zatman of 
the Office of Legislative Services. 

Mr. Effron told us of a mother in Wisconsin who had written a congress¬ 
man requesting help for her 22 year old boy who is heavily involved 
with Scientology in Washington, D. C. Mr. Effron has spoken to the 
young man and has, at least to some extent, gotten his confidence. 

The young man is sold on Scientology and has spends great deal of 
money already in the cult. His reason for coming to see us was he 
knew that FDA had been involved with Scientology in the courts. 

Dr. Evans and Mr. Loftus discussed the FDA's long history of involve¬ 
ment with Scientology and the outcome of the retrial of the seizure 
action in June of 1971. They also discussed the involvement of the 
Internal Revenue Service and other law enforcement people with 
Scientology. They explained that Scientology has been held to be a 
religion as a matter of law by the U. S. Federal District Court in 
Washington, D. C., and that because of this there is very little, if 
any, that FDA can do under its statutory authority unless we can 
very clearly demonstrate that great harm has come, or might come, to 
the public. They explained that from time to time FDA receives 
complaints of people being purloined of large amounts of money and 
of young peoples' minds being confused by this organization, but 
that we have not received any complaints of murders, suicides, or 
great physical injuries associated with or due to Scientology in a 
long time. 

They explained that whereas the Scientologists, or Dlaneticists as 
they used to call themselves, used to overtly offer the use of the 
E-meter as a cure for just about ever disease there is as a scientific 
fact, they now disguise the same claims with religious overtones. 

They advised Mr. Effron that they regretted there was nothing that 
the Food and Drug Administration could do to help Congressman Steiger's 
constituent in this problem.

FDA first became involved with Scientology in 1958 when the Distribution 
Center of the Founding Churfh of Scientology, in Washington, D.C., 
began selling a vitamin mixture called "Dianczene" as a preventative 
end treatment for radiation sickness, which at that time v, T as much feared 
by the public as a consequence frem "fall out" due to atonic weapons 
testing. In a seizure action, PDA charged that the m.rdicir.e wee falsely 
labeled, and sotae 21,000 tablets were destroyed-by court order. 


In January 1963, U.S. Marshals acting on a court order seized cone 
200 electronic devices celled "I>Mcters," which wore being distributed 
for use in the practice of Scientology. The Government charged that 
these devices were misbranded by false and misleading claims to treat 
cf ~~actively 70 percent of all physical and mental illness, and that 
ti:bir labeling did not bear adequate directions for such uses, as. 
required by the Federal Food, Drug and Cosmetic Lit. 


Hie seizure was contested the case went to trial before a U. S. District 
Court jury on April 3, 1967. Trie trial lasted 16 days and ended with 
a verdict that the devices were misbranded, and as provided by can law 
Court condemned them. 


An appeal was filed in the U.S. Court of Appeals for the District of 
Columbia. The appellants argued that the E-Meter and its labeling were 
excused from complying with the Federal Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act 
because the Founding Church of Ccientoiogy and its members are a religious 

the Government hud not refuted this argument a finding of false labeling 
could not be based on "doctrinal religious literature," At the same time 
the Court declared that even if Scientology was a religion it would not ru 
that .all of its literature was religious doctrine, or that public health 
laws have no application to the activities of a religion. A new trial 
v /35 subsequently ordered.

Tha Annual Report of the Food and Drug, Administration for 1971 reports 
the outcoma of tills second trial of tho seizure case, as. follower 

"The second trial of a seizure of Hubbard 'E-Haters' was 
concluded June JLO in the Federal Court for the District of 
Columbia. The E-'Iater3 are used in a process called 'auditing' 
in a pcsudo-mcdicnl philosophical system called 'gcientology,' 
claimed to ba a religion. A detailed decision found the 
devices misbranded and ordered the Founding Church of 
Scientology to restrict their uce to religious purposes and 
to inform users that they have no scientific or medical value." 

This court decision is further summarized in the 1971 Annual Report 
as follows: 

Unit ed States v. An Article.. .Hubbard Electrometer. . . rounding Church 
of of SciontcKQ~y. or, nl.. U.h.D. C. D.C. July 71 

The long "E-Meter" case resulted in a decision by a District 
Court to condemn all of the devices and associated literature, 

.. awarding ccaia to the government. The Court specifically found 
that the "E-netcr" was a "device" under the Act, tnat the 
literature was labeling for the device, and that the device 
was misbranded, both by mis-representatione end by failure 
to bear adequate directions i>r uce. Tee Court hold that 
.Scientology was a religion for purposes &zr the case only 
and, therefore, because of'the asserted religious use of 
the device, declined to order destruction of the devices 
and allowed future use or the device and literature only 
if accompanied by a disclaimer of any scientific or medical 
benefit. 

Tho above reported decision has been appealed by the Scientology 
organization and is now pending in the U.S. Court of Appeals for tho 
District of Columbia. 

Several injunction suits have been started by tho Scientology 
organization to step tho Food and Drug hrleinisCrnCion from preventing 
importation of th e ;'-Hater devices which ere tr.ede in England. In 
one of these asses tho u.S. Ceu-'t of -' whs for th..» ith Circuit has 
ruled that "the Government may reruso admission to any "davice" offered 
for importation if it appears to be * is isbranded’ . . . Tho device is 
considered to be ‘misbranded‘ if its labeling does not bear adequate 
directions for use. 11 The Court found "no infringement" of the freedom 
of religion under the Constitution,

Regarding the tax status of the Founding Church of Scientology the 
tJ.S. Court of Claims ruled on July 16, 1969, that this organization 
vas not exempt from income- taxation because a substantial part of it 
Income inured to the benefit of an individual (£. Ron Hubbard), 

The Food and Drug Administration believes that use of the E~Keter in 
the practice called "Auditing" in Scientology is detrimental to 
health because the device is not capable of diagnosing correctly or 
treating effectively either physical or mental illness. We believe 
it can cause great ham by improper treatment or causing people to 
neglect securing of adequate professional treatment.

1 have been doing some research on drug cases and 
takers which has shed some interesting light on this and 
also insanity. 

The basic equation is apparently: 

WHEN THREATENED WITH UNMOCKING A THETAN 

MOClCS UP OBSESSIVELY. 

Actually the datum is a small bit from OTVI1I data, 
being part of energy creation. 

It applies too well at lower levels, however, to leave 
it in such a stratosphere. 

It explains for instance, why a pc, challenged by an 
"Auditor" who is breaking the Auditor's Code, get such 
a solid reaction in the reactive bank. 

Threatened by an apparent effort to destroy him in¬ 
stead of letting him find the truth, the pc reacts by mock¬ 
ing up hard below his awareness level. This does not, of 
course, make him insane. It just sticks him a bit in the 
session. 

Drugs (LSD, Marijuana, Alcohol, whatever)produce ■ 
a threat to the body like any other poison. The threat is to 
to the body. The thetan reacts by mocking up. 


Of course what he mocks up is some engram, secon- *=3" 
dary or combination of fancy and fact. He can do this in 
some cases, so hard that it becomes more real (and ^ 
safer) than present time. 

Thus, under threat, he goes out of present time. 

Now comes the next bit which is important as a new 
discovery: 

HIS TIME TRACK IS NOT THEN BEING MADE UP 
WHOLLY OF PRESENT TIME EVENTS. IT IS A COM¬ 
POSITE OF PAST TRACK, IMAGINATION AND PRESENT 
EVENTS. 

Thus, right there before your eyes he, apparently in 
the same room as you are, doing the same things, is really 
really only partially there, and partially in some past 
events. 

He seems to be there. Really he isn't "tracking" 
fully with present time. 

What is going on to a rational observation is not what 
is going on to him. w 

Thus he does not duplicate statements made by another 
but tries to fit them into his composite reality. In order 
to fit them in, he has to alter them. 

We therefore have the real basis of alter-is. 

He may be sure he is helping one REPAIR the floor 
but in actual fact he is hindering the actual operation in 
progress which really consists of CLEANING the floor. * 

So when he "helps one" mop the floor he introduces chaos 
into the activity. Since h£ is REPAIRING the floor are- 
quest to "give me the mop" has to be reinterpreted as 
"hand me the hammer". But the mop handle is larger 
than the hammer handle so the bucket gets upset. 

As a thetan can mock up an infinity of combinations, 
there would be an infinity of types of reactions to drugs. 
There would also be an infinity of types of insanity. 



What is constant is that he is NOT RUNNING IN THE ' 
SAME SERIES OF EVENTS as others. 

This can be slight, wherein the person is seen to 
make occasional mistakes. It can be as serious as total 
insanity where the events apparent to him are completely 
different than those apparent to anyone else. And it can 
be all grades in between. 

It isn't that he doesn't know what's going on. It's that 
he perceives something else going on instead of the 
Present Time sequence of events. 

Thus others appear to him to be stupid or unreason¬ 
able or insane. As they don't agree in their actions 
and orders with what he plainly sees is in progress 
"they" aren't sensible. Example: A group is moving furn¬ 
iture. To all but one they are simply moving furniture. 
This one perceives himself to be "moving geometric 
shapes into a cloud". Thus this one "makes mistakes", 
"alter-ises" "non-compliesAs the group doesn't see 
inside him, and can only see another like themselves, 
they can't'figure out why he "balls things up so". 

Such persons as drug takers and the insane are thus 
slightly or wholly on an apparently different time track 
of "present time" events. 


A drug may be taken to drive a person out of an un¬ 
bearable P T or out of consciousness altogether. 

In some persons they do not afterwards return wholly 
to Present Time. 

A thetan can also escape an unbearable P T by drop¬ 
ping into the past, even without drugs. 

The penalty is running into obsessive mocking up 
to counter the threat of being unmocked. 

The answer is to erase the engrams and reactive 
mechanisms.

As all of this out-of-PT is unknowing, it is abber- 
ative. Things one is doing that one knows one is doing 
are not abberative. 

The drug taker and the insane alike have not re - > 

covered present time to a greater or lesser degree. i 

Thus they think they are running on a different time track 
than they are, which, unknowingly and out of the past, 
they are, to a greater or lesser degree, mocking up. 

These are the underlying facts in odd human behaviour.

It is here that L. Ron Hubbard settled the more advanced Churches of Scientology as a central hub for all the Americas. The New 
ASHO, the New American" Saint Hill Organization; AOLA, the Advanced Organization; Celebrity Centre, Centre of the Arts for

celebrities in Scientology; and the Church of Scientology of California in Los Angeles, a Continental Church, are located within 
blocks of each other. Centers of Scientology are scattered throughout the Southern California area. It is here that the true sunshine 
of the West is to be found! 

A few words about Los Angeles as a city. 

Los Angeles, City of the Angels, had its earliest beginnings in 1769 when a Spanish governor led an expedition into a spacious and 
fertile valley. Father Crespi, one of the members of the expedition, named a nearby river "Nuestra Senora la Reina de Los Angeles" 
(Our Lady the Queen of the Angels) in honor of a religious celebration held the previous day. In his diary, Father Crespi noted that 
the area "has all the requisites for a large settlement.” 

Los Angeles was settled by Spanish families as a farming community on September 4, 1781, on the banks of the Los Angeles river. 

Slowly, American settlers drifted Westward looking for a better life. Daily growing in numbers,by the spring of 1846 the American 
settlers in the Sacramento valleys began to fear they might be driven from the country by Mexican troops. Encouraged by Capt. John C. 
Fremont of the U.S. forces, they seized the town of Sonoma. After minor fighting with Mexican troops, the U.S. flag was raised over 
California soil. 

The rush westward for gold in California brought Easterners to the West in crowds. Los Angeles, however, remained small until 
railroads opened communications and commerce with the rest of the country and northern parts of California. It has been practically 
since the turn of the century that the population of the City of Los Angeles has grown to its present size of almost 3 million people. 

The buildings in the city are varied, from Spanish and early Californian to the most modern. Because of the many neighborhoods 
of widely different nature and nationality, there is not much you cannot buy in Los Angeles. 

Surrounded by hills to the north and the Pacific Ocean to the west, the greater Los Angeles area includes some of the most pleasant 
countryside and coastal towns in California, as well as the famous bright lights of Hollywood and the broad, tree-lined city avenues. 

The New American Saint Hill and AOLA are within the Los Angeles city limits, close enough to downtown areas to enjoy the 
availability of large department stores, but far enough away to avoid the noise and bustle. The Westlake area where the New American 
Saint Hill and AOLA are located is a mainly residential one. 

Transportation from one place to another across the expanse that is Los Angeles is eased by an extensive freeway system, so called 
because one can travel for miles on fast, time-saving roads with no tolls or stops from one edge of the area to the other.

Nomenclature is a major stumbling block 2 3 in any study.

The dependence of knowledge upon nomenclature is extra¬ 
ordinary and is almost never appreciated by teachers or stu¬ 
dents. 

People are trying to talk and use a language they don’t 
know. This can get so bad that they think the subject is in¬ 
comprehensible or that they are incapable of understanding 
it, when as a matter of fact, this is not what is wrong at all. 

It’s just that they haven’t grasped the meaning of some of 
these symbols that are being used to designate. 

Or they haven’t got an instantaneous grasp of these mean¬ 
ings. They’ve got a “fumble-grasp” of them. That is, “if-they- 
thought-for-a-while-they-might-possibly-be-able-to-remember- 
what-an-engramMs”. 

So they read a sentence and they have to think “It might 
be an engrain. 1 don’t quite know what the word means so 
I’ll just learn this much of it.” 

And they go on to the next paragraph. But this has made 
an impression on them, that there’s something they don’t 
know, and that carries on into the next paragraph. 


In this article, L. Ran Hubbard tells us about the meanings 
of words, and how not knowing the language of a subject 
can make a person feel that he doesn’t know anything about 
that subject or couldn't possibly learn it. Thus the nomen¬ 
clature of a subject , the system of names or terms used in 
a particular art or science, is the first gradient for the stu¬ 
dent who would learn that subject. 

Learning HowTo Know

1 nomenclature: a set or system of names or terms as in a particular 
science or art.

The Accumulation of Misunderstoods 

As they go on studying past these points of uncompre¬ 
hended nomenclature, they begin to stack up an opinion that 
they don’t know about it. But it isn’t “it” that they don’t 
know about. 

To get a persistent thing, you see, you’d have to have a 
lie. The lie is that it isn’t the subject they are having trouble 
with, it is simply the nomenclature they are having trouble 
with. 

They don’t know about the nomenclature, so they wind 
up with an opinion that they don’t know the subject. But it 
isn’t the subject at all. They just don’t know their nomen¬ 
clature. ■ 


You see how important nomenclature is? A comprehension 
of the nomenclature which is used is primary to the study of 
anything. 

How to Learn 


So the point is, in spite of any rebuff 4 that you get or of 
difficulty digging into some book to find out what it means, 
you actually put yourself in the soup 5 at once the moment 
that you leave one word in a sentence behind you that you 
do not know the meaning of. 

One unknown piece of nomenclature left behind you can 
absolutely ruin your comprehension of the whole thing 
you’re studying. Now if you want to speed up your grasp of 
the situation, apparently do it the slow way. Never leave a 
word behind you in a study that you don’t know the mean¬ 
ing of. It snowballs 6 . You’ll get faster and faster and faster 
whereas, if you don’t do it this way, you will get slower and 
slower and slower. 


It’s the word that you ‘don’t know the meaning of that 
you don’t understand, not the mind, not Scientology, and 
not the theories and practice of Scientology. The stumbling 
block, first and foremost, is simply nomenclature.

Why Do We Have New Words 

Now, nomenclature will be there regardless of any reform 
undertaken because in the first place, we are examining 
things which are not hitherto known. So they have to have a 
name. 

Now somebody-uninformed-may try to tell you that 
some of these things were known, but that’s merely his mis¬ 
information talking. He doesn’t know what you are talking 
about, so he thinks it was previously known. 

He will try, for instance, to compare an ‘id’ 7 and a thetan. 
He’ll say “Freud 8 described all that. He called it an ‘id’ and an 
‘id’ is... ” 

But a person saying this to you really doesn’t know what 
Freud said was an ‘id’. His nomenclature failure is prior to 
his misunderstanding of where you are. 

Defining the Words 

Careful study is not necessarily either thorough or brilliant 
or wise or anything else. It’s merely careful. 

For example, as you’re going down the page, pokada- 
pokada-pokada 9 , and you all of a sudden see this word, 
‘bugem’ 10 . 

What is that? 

The way to be stupid is to go on. Gloss over the word and 
you’ve done yourself in. No, you’d better find out right now. 
You might glance at the rest of the sentence to see if there’s a 
description of what ‘bugem’ is in it: that sometimes occurs. 

But if you go any further than that, you’ve hung yourself 
up in a nice little brass mystery and there you’ll be, going 
around with a lamp, looking into dark corners and wondering 
what you’re being mystified about.

Learning How to Know (contd.) 

And then you’ll think you’re mystified about the subject. 
And then you’re mystified about everything. 

The Purpose of Study 

The direction and purpose of study is understanding. The 
main complaint about study is that it does not immediately 
and at once result in good, clean, clear application. 

This is one of the primary criticisms about modem edu¬ 
cation. You educate an engineer and you don’t dare send him 
out to build a bridge. Of course, the familiarity ingredient 
is missing. 

But even so, if somebody had borne down on him like mad 
for the definition of every word that he was stumbling across 
in the direction of bridge-building, he should be able to go 
out and get to work. 

You could, and should be able to take a purely textbook 
subject, if it were a valid textbook and a valid subject, and 
apply it directly without familiarity. Think of what a whiz 
you would be if you also had the familiarity. 

Summary 

There is a great deal of comparison between mis-education 
and aberration. A great deal of work could be put into this 
field from a standpoint of deaberrating people; 

Just as an example, you could ask someone, “Tell me a 
word which you have not understood in this life,” and then 
make him go ahead and clarify it. I think you’d get some of 
the most interesting resurgences. Many of the personal prob¬ 
lems of the individual would blow up in smoke. 

Here, just on this subject of study, one walks forth with a 
brand new avenue of disentanglement that looks quite 
promising.

Money has been a principal concern in today’s 
world. We live in a world of increasing economic 
pressures and complexities. As perhaps never 
before there is a need for data on this subject.

MONEY 

by L. Ron Hubbard 

So you think your income should be higher. 

So you wonder why your wages buy less than they used to. 

In order to successfully solve these riddles it is necessary to know something 
about MONEY. 

Basically money is “an idea backed by confidence.!’ 

The idea is that the exchange of goods or services kind for kind is too 
clumsy. To carry your dozen eggs all over town until you find someone who 
has bread he will exchange for your eggs so you can have bread is too clumsy. 
That is called a “barter (trading) system” and is used in primitive tribes. To 
solve this, men get the idea of making metal or slips of paper represent the 
eggs and the bread. Thus you don’t need to look all over town. Anyone will 
buy your eggs that wants eggs and give you money and anyone who has 
bread will accept money for it. Like: one money particle is worth five loaves 
of bread or one dozen eggs or two hours of manual labor or one booklet or a 
square inch of land or-or-or. 

Confidence comes in that the money particle (piece of metal or paper or 
some such symbol) WILL be further accepted after you have accepted it for 
your eggs. This extends to confidence in the country that issued the coin or 
the paper. 

As metal has other uses-gold, silver, copper, bronze-it is more likely to 
have confidence placed in it as the country could go- broke and one would 
still have his metal. With paper one has to have more confidence in the 
country. 

So MONEY is only something that can be exchanged confidently for goods 
or services. It is a symbol which represents value in terms of goods or services. 

When money is paid out without buying value (as in welfare handouts or 
war materials or bad stocks or just a promise with no backing) it itself gets 
into trouble. It begins to buy less because it no longer represents production 
or services or value. 

When one begins to receive and spend money he gets into a field known as 
ECONOMICS. 
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MONEY (continued) 


To understand money one must understand economics. Or he’ll be made a 
fool. 


ECONOMICS 

ECONOMICS in modern language means “The social science that studies 
the production, distribution and consumption (using) of commodities 
(things).” 

If you like money or want money or use money you cannot remain ignorant 
of “economics.” 

The reason Marx and socialists in general can fool everyone is that there 
are very few people who know economics and economics itself is not a 
science but a primitive art. So just as you may stumble on this word 
“economics” so can the super totalitarian socialists make whole societies 
stumble and fall into their hands. 

The word originally meant “the science or art of managing a house or 
household” and that is still its first meaning. From this grew up a study of 
the whole community as a connected activity. 

Remember, money represents things. It is a substitute for goods and 
services. 

What governments, people and organizations can’t get understood is that 
NO PRODUCTION = No Money. 

If one performs a valuable service and exchanges it for goods he does so 
through the item of money. 

Production can.mean producing a service or an item that can be exchanged 
for goods and services. . 

If an activity does not produce and deliver and exchange with other activ¬ 
ities, no money is possible. 

Example: Lack of a good public distribution activity in an organization 
would make it impossible to exchange with the community. Equals no 
money. That organization, no matter how big, would eventually go bank¬ 
rupt. 

The steps to take are, get the organization so it can produce a valuable 
service or commodity in some volume and then exchange that service or com¬ 
modity with the community for money. Then increase the volume and 
quality of the service or commodity and increase the exchange through more 
promotion and contacts. That builds up to a prosperous organization that 
will continue to be big and not slump. 

As soon as one ceases to deliver the service or commodity the exchange 
breaks down and the income collapses. No matter how hard you sell, if you 
don’t deliver you get into trouble. 

A staff member or worker, as part of an organization, may think his pay 
comes from mysterious places. It does not. It comes from his own personal 
production. 

The combined services of its staff members give an organization the valuable 
final services it can exchange for money. If it does this, then the member 
stands a chance of getting paid and cared for.

It is up to the division of an organization responsible for promotion and 
public contacts to build up a DEMAND for the services and articles and a 
volume of people who then demand the service. It does this with surveys of 
what the public will buy that the organization can offer. It then makes the 
public aware of this by ads and contacts. The public orders or comes in and 
pays. The rest of the organization keeps itself functioning and delivers it. 

That is really all there is to it. 

When you see workers unpaid or an organization not very solvent, it is the 
data above that is not grasped. 

When you see an organization solvent and its staff members well paid, then 
the majority there have grasped this and are doing it. 

When they do it well enough and in enough volume, they control more and 
more goodwill and expand. 

People today are very badly taught on this subject. All money comes from 
daddy. Governments roll it out in endless streams (and the currency becomes 
worthless). 

It’s no wonder people believe in “luck” as the only thing that makes them 
rich and powerful. Or some wild idea that was never tried and would be a flop. 

The truths of wealth are: 

Income of money on sales must be greater than outgo on bills. 

Services and commodities must be sold for more than they cost the organi¬ 
zation to produce or buy. 

Money is simply that which represents delivered production. 

Morale also depends upon accomplished and exchanged production. 

Money does not equal morale. The idle rich are a wonderful study in 
psychosis. 

And welfare money degrades because it is not exchanged for delivered 
production. 

These are all factors in economics. These principles apply to individuals as 
much as they do to organizations. 

The way to good pay is an understanding of the subject as above and the 
work necessary to make it so.

ARC The first letters of the words 
Affinity, Reality and Communi¬ 
cation. which, taken together, 
equate to understanding. 

Auditing The application of exact 
Scientology procedures and tech¬ 
niques to a preclear in order to in¬ 
crease his ability. 

Auditor A person trained and 
qualified in applying Scientology 
procedures and techniques to others 
for their betterment. 


Grade Release A person whose 
reactive (stimulus response) mind is 
keyed out, and is not influencing 
him. There are eight Grades of 
Release, each is a definite step 
towards greater levels of awareness 
and ability. 

Keyed Out Released or separated 
from one's reactive mind or some 
part of it. 

Level A step in training as an 
auditor. 

Preclear A person who is receiving 
auditing, and who is not yet Clear. 
Straightwire Recalling an event or 
remembering, done from present 
time. 
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
